Claims L 4, 10 and 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 as unpatentable as shown by 
Shigeki, Japanese Document No. 1 1-97699 of record. See Figures 1-3 with "gate insulating film" 
23, "sub gate electrode" 40, 42 "being disposed as to cover at least one end of the semiconductor 
film" 22 "and cover the gate electrode" 24, and "insulating" layer 20. 

The arguments in the response, filed 12 September 2005, have been considered, but are not 
persuasive, as noted above. 

Claim 9 is allowed over the art of record.
